WASHINGTON, March 28.—(Spe- 
cial.) — Washington's

military basis, it was announced here 
, today, to become effective on July 1. 
This comes as the result of a study 
\of conditions mad@wby Major General 
| Herbert B. Crosby, former chief of 
United States cavalry, who was ap- 
pointed about six months ago as a 
'member of the board of commissioners 
of the District of Columbia and placed 
in charge of the supervision of the po- 
lice and fire departments, 

When it was learned that President 
Hoover contemplated naming General 
Crosby as a district on 
his retirement from the army, civic 
trade associations and neigh- 
borhood organizations adopted resolnu- 
tions petitioning the president not to 
place a military man on the board of 
commissioners in addition to the army 
engineer which the law prescribes. 
he president ignored these protests 
and sent General Crosby's name to the 
senate which confirmed him. 

The Crosby plan calls for a decen- 
tralization of anthority in the police 
department, although the first step 
requires the rednetion of the fourteen 
existing police precincts or districts 
to eleven. This will be dene by ex- 
tending the lines of three of the pres- 
ent precincts. 

The city then will be divided 
three “inspection districts,” 
four precinets each and the third of 
three precincts and ineluding the 
roaming vice squad. An inspector will 
be placed in command of each dis- 
trict. The precinct captains will he 
responsible to their respective inspec- 
tors, who will make their headquar- 
ters at one of the stations in their 
territory. The inspectors will he di- 
rectly responsible to Major Henry G. 
_ Pratt, superintendent.

Enforcement of ‘Offset’ Feature 


Of Sales Tax Shown by Norman 


Plans for enforcement of the “off- 
set’ feature of the gross sales tax, 


by which the 1931 sales tax may be 
deducted from the income tax due in 
1932, were outlined - eelig by Tax 
Commissioner R. C. } Norman. 

“The tax under this act,” the com- 
missioner explained, “and under the 
income tax act, shall be collected in 
full without any deduction whatsoever 
for each and every quarter of the year 
1931. The taxpayer, when he makes 
his net income tax return in the year 
1932 for taxes accruing during the 
calendar year of 1931 shall be entitled 
to deduct as a set-off against said net 
income tax whatever sum he may have 
paid as taxes under this (the gross 
sales) act for the calendar year 1931. 

“There is a provision in the new 
section, which was worked out in 
conferences the last day of the ses- 
sion, that such deduction shall be dis- 
tributed equally against the three in-

The sales tax became operative in 
October, 1929. Commissioner Norman 
explained, dnd it was the intent of 
the general assembly that the 1930 
tax should be allowed as an offset 
against the income tax due this year 
but that both taxes should be paid 
for 1931. The 1929 law was not clear 
and the amendment to allow the off- 


set for one jone was necessary. 

The total, sales taxes collected from 
October, 1929. through October, 1930, 
amounted to $1,212,404.13. Not more 
than a third of this amount, Cemmis- 
sioner Norman estimated, will be de- 
ductible from income tax for the rea- 
son that many concerns pay the gross 
sales tax who do not pay any in- 
come tax. He expects a decrease for 
the last quarter of 1980 and the first 
three quarters of 1931, 

The ey ae fixed in the original 
law of $30,000, the commissioner said, 
remains unchanged in the new law 
and the tax is not applicable where 
the gross annual sales of a business 
are under this figure.

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CUNVENTION SYSTEM 
DENOUNCED BY NYE 


a 


WASHINGTON, March 28.— 
Legislation to perfect the direct pri- 
mary system of nominating candidates 
was recommended tonight by Senator 
Nye in preference to a return to the 
convention system, 

Speaking over the Columbia Broad- 
casting System during the Washing- 
ton Star Forum hour, the North Da- 
kota republican said the primary was 
“a logical development of the funda- 
mental principles of self-government. 

ae he convention system,” he add- 
ed, “offered itself to those possessing 
great political power as a means to the 
destruction of the will and wish 
the people.’ 

When given a choice between the 
Primary and its only known alterna- 
tive, the convention, the cause of free 
and representative government must, 
in the face of experience, choose the 
primary as clearly preferable. 

“With all the ils attendant upon 
the conduct of primary campaigns, it 
still is not practicable to right about 
face and return to the conv: ention SYS- 
tem and the evils attending it. 

Nye said as chairman of the senate 
campaign expenditures committee he 
had opportunity to observe “at close 
range the enormous amounts. of 
money’ expended to obtain senato- 
rial nominations, but he was still con- 
vinced “the evils growing out of such 
political expenditures are much less 
today than they would be if we still 
had the old convention system.” 

Expenditures under the primary 
may he greater than under the old 
system, Nye said, but their ‘‘cor- 
rupting influences are much _ less 
marked” because the money must be 


spent openly. 

Instead of returning, to the conven- 
tion system, Nye said, laws should be 
enacted to perfect the primary system. 
He advocated enactment at the next 
session of congress of a corrupt prac- 
tices act with “real teeth” in it.

WRECKAGE FOUND 


| Lead War or Dope in Atlanta’ |

“NEW YORK, | March 28.—(?)— 
Wreckage floating on an oily patch 
in the Atlantic ocean, 15 miles off 
Atlantic City late today led govern- 
ment officials to: hope for definite in- 
formation about mysterious SOS 
magepacee they earlier thought to be a 
rum runner's fake. 

Just as coast guards had decided 
that their mission of “rescue” was due 
to be a blind so that a cargo of liq- 
uor could be landed, the coast guard 
patrol boat Sebago radioed having 
found the wreckage and the oily area. 

There was a heary layer of oil, 
such asa foundering ship might leave 
on the water and many bits of debris 
that might have been cargo. The spot 
was in the general location given in 
the rather Vague distréss signals be- 
fore dawn. 

The wreckage included more than 
100 lanterns, with red glass and green 
bases and with “L. A. Co.” painted on 
their sides. There were several barrels 
labeled “A. C. LL. Crystals—Lot 137,” 
several boxes of paper drinking cups 
and quantities of brooms,. spars and 
wreckage. 

All these articles were found float- 
ing close together, which was, consid- 
ered indicated they had not been there 
long. 

The messages started at 12:30 a. m. 
and ceased at 2:06 a. m.—the last 
word from@the air being an ironic 
“Leaving now. Good-by.” 

By triangulation, coast guard offi- 
cials determined that the “ship” from 
which the distress calls came was on 
dry land at Hoboken, N. J. Investi- 
gators from the department of com- 
merre went there on a needle-in-the- 
haystack hunt for the sending station. 

Seven coast guard vessels—destroy- 
ers, cutters and power life boats— 
went chasing 30 miles off Barnegat, 
N. J., in response to the frantic ap- 
peals for aid. Messages for the “ship” 
snid that there were passengers aboard, 
that water was rising in the radio 
room, that life boats were about to be 
launched, 

But, despite frequent requests, the 
radio operator failed to tell the name 
of his ship. That fact, plus the cir- 
cumstances that the operator seemed 
to be unfamiliar with the business of 
sending, aroused some suspicion, but 
the coast guard took no chances. The 
rescue fleet was not ordered back. 

It was 10 hours later that Captain 
Philip Lauriat, chief of staff at coast 
guard head juarters here, became con- 
vinced the service had been hoaxed. 

Radio listeners as well as the coast 
guard were put out by the fake. Com- 
mercial broadcasting was stilled that 
no word from the “ship” might be lost.

They slumped in their seats, 
erying quietly to themselves, 

The older ones sa*\ white-faced. real- 
izing the seriousness of their plight. 

Then one of the little girls died. 
Miller's erude examination with his 
numbed hands convinced him she was 
beyond saving. Then another became 
quiet and finally Miller saw death 
overtake his own daughter, seven- 
year-old May Miller. 

He told the older boys he was going 
eut for help. He must have realized 
the hazards of such an expedition. 

“God bless you all,” he said, “Pray 
somebody will find vou. I don't be 
lieve LTll ever see you again.” 

Then he left. 

Tonight Miller's prophecy apparent- 
ly was fulfilled.

SECTION 13." 


CREDITS -AGAINST TAKES:}

Georgia Congress To 


Formulate Co-operative 
| Program With State: 
. Board. 


| ATHENS, Ga. March 28.—The 
‘Georgia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers will formulate a co-opera- 


i 

tive program with the Georgia state 
board for vocational education for the 
encouraging of vocational education | 
in the high schools of the state, Paul | 
W. Chapman, state director of voca- 
tional education, announced Satur- 
day. 

As a first step of the plan to pro- 
mote this phase of education, the 
Georgia Parent-Teacher Association, , 
has appointed Mr. Chapman state} 
chairman of the committee to foster 
vocational education. 

Under terms of the new agreement, 
specialists in each of the phases of 
vocational training, who are employes 
of the state vocational board, may 
visit, without expense to the P.-T. A. | 
Associations, meetings of local and | 
district associations for the purpose 
of bringing P.-T. A. members addi- | 
tional information relative to need} 
‘and opportunities. 

The branches of training which will 
be sponsored in the high schools are 
vocational guidance, vocational home 
economics, vocational “opportunity 
schools,’ vocational agriculture, and 
manual training or industrial arts. 

“The elementary schools and junior 
high schools have an obligation to dis- 
charge in aiding boys and girls to 
help solve the problem of “How to 
Find a Vocation,” stated the  chair- 
man. 

“Every girl should receive training 
in home-making, even though she may 
also be interested in some other vo- 
cation. The George state board for 
vocational education is able to help 
pay the cost of maintaining such a 
department in a large number of high 
schools and is also able to help 
finance evening classes for home- 
makers.” 

Speaking of the work to be carried 
on by the 11 “opportunity schools” in | 
the co-operative program, Mr, Chap- 
man said that these part-time schools 
were designed for those older students 
who have dropped out of the regular 
publie school, 

“In these schools training is given 
along many yocatienal lines, depend- 
ing upon the need of the particular 
community,” he said. “The courses 
offered are business English, spelling. 
letter writing and other practical 
subjects. 

Mr. Chapman declared that voca- 
tional agriculture should be taught in 
every rural consolidated school and in 
every county high school of the state) 
which attempts to meet the educa-| 
tional needs of rural boys. 

He said that many boys are me- 
chanically minded and do not develop | 
an interest in classical studies, and | 
should have an opportunity to do shop | 
work in the manual training and in-| 
dustrial arts.

ATHENS, Ga., March 28.—(/)— 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the State College of Agriculture, said 
Saturday that with 1,136 _ students 
registered for the long-term course 
for the achool year, 1930-31. attend- 
ance records at the college show an 
all-time high record. 

During the 24 years the institu. 
tion has been in existence, 34,823 
students have been registered of whom 
11,601 took work in long courses, 
leading to degrees, and 23,222 the 
short course. 

Dr. Soule said the record places 
Georgia’s agricultural college in a 
“class by itself’’ so far as attend- 
ance records of southern institutions 
are concerned. He said the college 
also made a creditable showing in 
comparison with other institutions of 
its kind throughout the country. 

“We enrolled this year one of the 
largest freshmen classes in our his- 
tory,” President Soule said, “a fac: 
that is particularly gratifying in view 
of the present untoward economic 
by which our people are 
now faced. 

“One hundred and forty-six of the 
161 counties of the state were repre- 
sented in the student body and their 
personnel, fine purpose and industry,

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., March 28. 
(P)—The average American spends 
26 cents a week “taking in the 
movies.” 

Statistics given out today by the 
Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors Association showed that 
gross weekly admissions are $30,- 
000,000 and the approximate week- 
ly attendance of film theaters in 
the United States is 115,000,000. - 

These 115,000,000 divided their 
patronage among 17,097 motion 
picture houses, of which 13,515 are 
wired for sound. 

The Producers’ Association also 
said that throughout the world the 
invested capital in film theaters, 
exchanges and studios is $2,500,000.,- 
000. Two billion of this amount is 
in this country. The advent of 
scund pictures necessitated a new 
investment in the United States 
alone of $200.000,000. 

And for the linear-minded six 
billion feet of film are used every 
year. Hollywood will spend $200,-

Subtle Sophist Who 
Denied Gods of Greece 


Little is known of the early 
life of Prodicus.* In his prime, 
he is represented as a tall, power- 
ful, athletic man, with curling 
black hair and beard. He was 
very active in his movements and, 
like Aristotle, he was accustomed 
to take a few steps forward and 
back while addressing an audi- 
ence. He boasted that he had 
been the swiftest runner. in 
Greece in his youth. His voice 
was a deep basso of wide range. 
Some eonsider him the greatest 
of the Sophist orators. He, cer- 
tainly, had a larger vocabulary 
and a better command of worls 
than any other. He attracte:| 
many students with whom he was 
popular. It is said he received 
100 drachmae** for his lessons 
in rhetoric. 

The statement attributed to 
Aristophanes by one of the early 
doxographers, but which is not 
substantiated by others, namely, 
that Prodicus was a public cor- 
rupter, has Jed some to conclude 
this Sophist was put to death, 
That is most unlikely. If true, 
reliable records would have been 
handed down, as in the case of 
Socrates, for Prodicus, too, was a 
prominent man of the period. 
Likely enough, however, charges 
were brought against Prodicus in 
regard to mocking the gods and 
asserting they were only imag- 
inary. for there were a lot of in- 
fluential religious fanatics § in 
Athens during his time who im- 
plicitly believed in the myths. 
The great and good Anaxagoras, 
despite the pleadings of Pericles, 
was banished, though there are 
good authorities who tell us that 
“he died peacefully in Athens in 
the seventy-sixth year of his 
age.” 


*The only book Rnown to the 
writer in’ which there is a sketch 
of the life of Prodicus and a de- 
scription of him is Smith's Dic- 
tionary of Biography and Myth- 
ology, a very old work which he 
has been unable to procure in 
this country. 

**In ancient Greece the drach- 
ma was a silver coin, worth about 
twenty cents in present United 
States currency.

For this reason the author is never con- 
tent merely to have a large audience. He 
wishes the right approach to that audience.

You will notice that the author is here 
setting up for himself no mean difficulties, 
He desires an audience, but he is making 
certain stipulations which will reduce the 


size of that audience, All authors do this 
in all countries, but in the United States 
this typical problem of theirs is accentuated. 
The American author can to his 
audience in book form or in 
or on the stage and screen, 
he can hope to reach undetermined 
undoubtedly large audience. In the maga 
zine he may reach an equally undeter 
mined but far larger audience, 
The desire, therefore, to address 
as many of Bis fellow men as 
possible would lead him to the 
magazine rather than to the 
book, to the films rather than to 
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to give such an account of life as may 
continue through repeated readings tw 
seem adequate and true. Any interference 
with this essential amibition of his he will 
fight. Even though he admits the value 
or the inevitability of certain forms of 
censorship, he will resist any attempt to 
prevent him from telling his message as he 
sees it. In America today he has to con- 
tend with several kinds of censorship, all 
of them powerful and from his point of 
view all of them disastrous. 


Books suffer from these restricting in- 
fluences, magazines suffer still more, the 
films suffer most, The author knows that 


when he serializes a novel in a magazine 
he is more likely to encounter an invita- 
tion to cut something out of his text than 
when he publishes in book form. And if 
a film company buys the story which did 
get printed in the magazine, he knows 
that before it reaches the screen it will be 
changed beyond recognition. He feels that 
here he has a very real grievance. He re- 
fuses to believe that the audiences for 
books, for magazines and for the films are 
of such utterly different mental and moral 
fiber as to need three distinct degrees of 
protection. Since the film company, if it 
buys his book at all, buys it because it 
is a success, the author feels that 
the censorship of the films comes too late; 
the public has already been damaged. 
When I speak of various kinds of cen- 
sorship, I am not referring to legislative 
attempts to suppress indecency. Clean- 
wninded people have differed as to the prac- 
tical value of such legislation, but few 
authors are bothered by it. A competent 
author can say what he likes and stay 
within that kind of law. In certain mo- 
ments of literary history a powerful legal 
censorship has tended to increase literary 
skill. Ome doubts whether Voitaire would 
have sharpened so fine a pen if his message 
had not been so urgent within him, and if 
his fear of prison had not been so strong. 
And I do not refer to those restrictions 
which a difference of medium imposes upon 
a true artist. You can say things in con- 
versation which you would hesitate to write 
in a book, and you can print in a book 
what you would hesitate to put in the 
dialogue of a play or a film. In actual 
life you may pass a profane fellow on 
the street and notice only that a man is 
swearing. In a bovk you would see clearly 
the individual words his profanity uses, 
but you might skip the passage if it didn’t 
interest you. On the stage the same pro- 
fanity would hit you with a terrific im- 
pact, with a quite exaggerated emphasis, 
partly Because in the theater you can’t

skip, and partly because we give many 
times the attention to the printed word 
which we give to ordinary conversation, 
and many more times the attention to 
dialogue in the theater than we give the 
printed word. 


If an author complains, therefore, that 
laws against indecency cramp his style, or 
that he ought to be allowed to say in a 


book or on the stage anything that you 
would normally hear in life, his feliow 
craftsmen are not likely to waste much 
sympathy on him. There have been stupid 
repressions of fine books, but in our coun- 
try, at least, not many, and an attack upon 
a book by an overzealous crusader usually 
ends in nothing worse than temporary 
annoyance for publisher and author, and 
increased sales. 


But a more insidious form of censorship 
tends to modify the total message of the 
American author. I am afraid this tendency 


begins with the American public itself. As 
a people we put into our reading an un- 
usually small amount of objective curiosity, 
and a very large amount of will power. I 
have heard it said that Americans read 
creatively. That is the prettiest way to de- 
scribe what I am referring to. I have heard 
it said also that reading with us is a form 
of primitive magic. If we wish a thing to 
be so, and can read often enough that it is 
so, we feel better. We have helped along 
a cause. The American audience as a whole, 
therefore, at least in those subjects which 
come closest to American sympathies, is 
not looking for the truth about life as it 
is; it prefers a picture of life as it thinks 
life should be. . 


It is very strange that Americans, of all 
people, should be this kind of reader. in 
business we plan and dream, but we do not 
permit our dreams to blind us to facts as 
they are. When our ideals, however, are 
stated in literature, we instinctively object 
to anything which implies that the ideal 
has not yet been reached. 

We are quite willing to read true pictures 
of life in the foreign books which are trans- 
lated for our benefit, but that is because we 
are willing to believe any truth about for- 
eigners. If the story, however, is about our 
own country, we instinctively protest against 
a comparison of our ideals with our actual 
condition. We prefer, as we say, to have 
faith. 

This general pressure of public opinion 
in the United States works against the 
author in two ways. Through his publisher 
or his agent, through his family and his 
friends, it discourages him from portraying 
life as it is, or as he to the best of his 
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wisdom understands it. It discourages him 
from telling the whole truth. On the ovher 
hand, it offers him large financial induce- 
ments if he will tell only a partial truth, 
or a saccharine truth. The crusaders against 
indecent books often suggest 
turn out immoral] stuff in order to make 
money. An American author knows that to 
make money he has only to manufacture 
for large sections of the American public 
the picture of life they wish were tru 
know is not.

This vague but effective kind o7 censor- 


ship bears upon books. It reappears, rein- 
forced, in the magazine world. The rein- 
forcement comes, perhaps, from the sales 
department of the magazine. 
later every magazine whose circulation is 
in the miliions believes that its clients are 
a very special group with special tasies, 
amd that those tastes should be scrupulously 
humored. 


Sooner or 


Just how the magazine editor and his 


sales department arrive at their estimate of 
the mentality of their readers, no author 
has ever found out. When the author talks 
with the editor he finds him an intelligent 


man with wide interests, but he gets the 
impression that the editor looks on his own 


readers as morons. It appears to the author 
that when magazines publish good material 


in such variety that the whole experience 
of life is covered, the magazine usually 
prospers; but that as soon as the manage- 
ment has determined what the exclusive 
tastes of its readers are, the magazine 
stands still or begins to do down hill. 


But whether or not the author is right, 
the queer fact is that when he writes a 
story today in the United States and wishes 
to publish it in a magazine, he must ask 
himself which magazine is receptive to 
stories of that kind. The editors can tell 
him in advance what sort of stories they 
want. Of course they want quality in the 
material they ask for, but a masterpiece 
on the wrong subject would not be welcome. 
Since we have not enough magazines to 
cover ali the facets of life, many admirable 
stories cannot be published in American 
magazines. 

The author, therefore, unless his moral 
character is strong, is tempted to find out 
what the editors think their clients want, 
and to write that. The supposed oppor- 
tunity which a magazine affords to reach 
a large audience proves a delusion. 
larger the audience, the fewer things you 
are permitted to say to them.

I wonder sometimes if the editors them- 
selves realize how far they go in this tend- | 


ency toward censorship. When they discuss | 
the matter they often seem to be 
evading a true picture of the situ- | 
ation.

On the other hand, the film 
and the stage which give access 
to the wide audience offer least 
of that immortality which the 
writer wants. When the run of a 
play is over the piece is rarely re- 
vived in our country. When the 
film has had its day it becomes 
very much of the past. The mag- 
azine is more permanent than 
the film, but far less so than the 
book. Any writer knows that the 
book gives him his best chance at 
present of speaking to jater 
generations. Once his work is be- 
tween covers and safe on the 
shelves of a few hundred 
libraries, he has all the chance of 
immortality which he can hope 
for.

““The Suicide’’ [s Now the Name of a Play Hitherto Called ‘*The Defensive Squeeze’’ 


NE of the most spectacular plays 
known to experts, heretofore 
generally described technically as 
“the defensive squeeze,” has final- 
christened as picturesquely as it 
“The suicide play” is the name 
viven to it by Carl T. Robertson, of Cleve- 
jand. one of the nation’s most astute play- 
ers of the cards. In a recent tournament 
for the experts of his home town, won by 
Edward C. Wolfe and H. P. Jaeger, he fur- 
nished a series of 20 set-up hands em- 
broidering difficult tactics, two of them 
containing ideal examples of “the suicide.” 


On the first of these hands, barely half 
of the declarers saw the point. Here it is: 
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West is dealer and bids one no trump, 
ail pass and North leads the 5 of spades. 
This is clearly a fourth-best, the 4 and 2 


in dummy telling declarer that North can 
have no lower cards except the 3 and, 
therefore, no more than a five-card suit. 
Winning with the ace, West also counts 
one sure trick in hearts, three in diamonds 
and one in clubs. With three more needed 
for game, one can be had in diamonds if 
the suit will “break honestly,’ one in hearts 
if the finesse will go. The other one needed 
is impossible unless South holds all the 
strength of the other suits and can be 
forced to discard some guards on four spade 
tricks by North. 

So, after running the diamonds and win- 
ning the heart finesse, West should lead 
the jack of spades. North wins and takes 
his four spade tricks. No matter what 
South discards, West will get the last three 
tricks, between his clubs and hearts, tor 
he discards each time after South, doing 
the reverse of what South does. North 
could s&ve the day if he refused to lead 
his last spade, but has no way of know- 
ing it. 


In the other hand the “suicider’’ has no 
such option. This is it: 
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North is the dealer; his no trump bid is 
uncontested and East leads the king of 
hearts. Declarer counts eight sure tricks: 
one in hearts, two in spades, two in dia- 
monds and three in clubs, but knows he 
probably can get one or more extras in 
spades, diamonds or clubs if discards can 
be forced from the adversary who holds 
four cards of those suits. He cannot apply 
the squeeze himself. but East no doubi 
will squeeze West for him if permitted. 


So he lets East win the first heart with 
the king, also the second with the queen. 


When West discards a spade or diamond, 
North feels sure the plan is working. An 
expert in the East would not continue 
hearts again but would switch to some 
other suit. In that event, however, North 
would win @nd return a little heart. Rast

This week we will go on 
to the general subject of cases that have 
been a pain in the neck to the New York 
police. 

Harking back to these fiascos, one 1S 
struck by possible resemblances to our latest 
thriller. The Gordon case, indeed, has been 
compared in one way or another with all 
our more celebrated exterminations and 
disappearances, One person says it's an- 
other Dot King killing, another hints dark- 
ly that it has something to do with the ex- 
traordinary disappearance of Supreme 
Court Justice Crater. Still others insist that 
Miss Gordon, being a racketeer, was simply 
taken for a ride as scores of other racketeers 
have been taken for rides—because it was 
to somebody's interest that she be re- 
moved. 

“It's as plain as the nose on your face,” 
says the proponent of the Dot King theory, 
“that Vivian Gordon was killed because of 
her blackmailing activities—just as the 
King girl was.” 

This gentleman, you'll note, takes quite a 
lot for granted. The King case, a profound 
pain to the authorities for a long while, is 
still listed as a mystery, and nobody knows 
exactly why she was killed. In the opinion 
of former Inspector Arthur Carey, who was 
head of the homicide squad at the time, 
Dorothy King was killed by a robber or 
robbers, and not by any One involved in 
her butterfly career on Broadway. 

Carey, who discusses the case in his book, 
“Memoirs of a Murder Man,” says there 
were circumstances that pointed inevitably 
to the robbery theory. 


DOT KING KILLED 
RIGHT YEARS AGO. 

Dorothy King was found dead in her 
West 57th street studio apartment at 11:30 
a. m. eight years ago. She had been chloro- 
formed four hours before, and $14,850 worth 
of jewels and wearing apparel] had been 
taken. It developed that the last person 
to have’ entered the apartment was J. 
Kearsley Mitchell, son-in-law of E. T. 
Stotesbury, of J. P. Morgan & Co. Foolish- 
ly the police shielded Mitchell under the 
name of “John Marshall,” but the news- 
papers soon unearthed his identity. Later 
came the reports that the gir] had been 
silenced because of a blackmail plot. 

Carey, in his book, declares that in his 
opinion the murder was not intentional. 
The body, clad only in a chemise, lay on 
the bed, the right hand dangling over the 
side. Beside the bed was a small table 
which ordinarily held a telephone—but the 
telephone had been placed on the floor of 
the adjoining room. 

“Had the intent been to murder, it is 
improbable that the telephone would have 
been touched,” writes the former inspector, 
He feels that the idea was only to render 
her unconscious. 

All of which puts the King case quite 
out of the class of the Gordon case. It is 
doubtful if any one will contend that there 
was no intent to kill Vivian Gordon. 

The Louise Lawson killing is linked with 
the King case because it was similar in a 
great many isspects. If Dot King was kill- 
ed by robbers then the same thieves may

have murdered and robbed the Lawson girl. 

Miss Lawson died of suffocation in her 
studio apartment on West 77th street Feb- 
ruary 8, 1924. As in the King affair, the 
crime had been committed between 7 and 8 
in the morning and the body was discov- 
ered by the murdered woman's maid. It lay 
face down on the bed, the hands and feet 
tied with stockings and towels, the face 
bound tight with bands of adhesive tape, 
Jewels and money running iato the thou- 
sands had been taken. 

According to the police, she must have 
been killed by two men who had called at 
about the time of the crime on the pre- 
tense that they were bootleggers delivering 
liquor. But no trace was ever found of these 
two men or of the stolen property. Although 
a heavy sugar daddy was again unearthed 
in the person of Gerhard M. Dahl, big busi- 
nessman, the case never assumed the pro- 
portions of the Dot King killing. But while 
it lasted it gave the police trouble aplenty. 

We come nearer to the pattern of the 
Gordon murder in the underworld cases 
that have baffled the authorities—the dis- 
appearance of Harry Western, for instance; 
the ghastly killing of Anna Urbas and that 
most daring of assassinations, the daylight 
murder of Edwin Jerke. William D’Olier's 
death might be included among fhe ex- 
pediency murders, and Judge Crater's, too, 
if he is dead. 

Rothstein? There has never been any evi- 
dence to show that the killing of Arnold 
Rothstein, probably the most painful of 
all cases from a police viewpoint, was any- 
thing but an unpremeditated act of sudden 
temper. In view of the crimes that may be 
laid at Rothstein's door, he should have 
been exterminated with 100 per cent de- 
liberation. Instead, he happened to be shot 
once in the stomach, a wound from which 
he might have recovered. One might almost 
Class it as an accident.

Only two small brigades of us were up

this too, in the darkest sort of a night. 
No one knew of the whereabouts of the 
enemy, for the militia—militia-like—had 
dispersed. We found the opposing skirmish 
line, when, a dropping fire was opened, 
which continued all night, only between 
the pickets, however, while we (the main 
line) formed line, stacked arms and went to 
work to construct a breastwork, behind 
which we fought at daylight in the morne 
ing. We had marched 33 miles: made @ 
wakeful trip on the cars, had not a spade 
nor pickaxe along to work with, but it was 
“work or die,’ for if no work had been 
done, two volleys from the masses of the 
enemy, in the morning, would have dis- 
posed of our two little brigades. So, officers 


and men, we went to work, dug the clay 
with our bayonets, throwing it up with 
our hands, tin cups, and tin camp plates, 


and in the morning, before this was deserve 
ing of the name of even “a temporary field 
work,’ we had to “fix bayonets,” and ree 
ceive the shock of a desperate assault. 
The men were maddened by their priva- 
tions, and seizing the loaded muskets, they 
poured a terrific volley into the advancing 
columns, and convinced them that they 
had not mere militia to fight now, for our

entire army came pouring in on our right, 
and cheering us loudly as they passed, for 
the field in our front being thickly studded 
with the bodies of the enemy, showed that 
our two little brigades were worthy of their 
gallant brethren, 

Our position now was at an angle in the 
line, called in military parlance “a salient.’* 

The enemy’s line conformed itself in 
shape of ours, they being the besieging 
army. At this angle the line of the enemy 
was on higher ground, and this enabled him 
to look right down our line, and he got up 
a lot of excellent marksmen, with whom 
he manned his works at this point, and 
made it a bloody spot indeed. We now 
went to work and constructed “traverses,” 
to protect us from this murderous flank 
fire. A traverse is a simple heap of clay, 
thrown up perpendicular to, and resting 
against the breast work, and which can be 
made any height, this arrests naturally the 
flank or side-fire: but before this work 
was completed the losses our brigade suf« 
fered were awful, All day long men were 
being carried past on litters, all shot in 
the head or neck, and I only speak the 
truth when I assure you that the dropping 
of blood from those litters made quite 4 
bloody puddle of mud in the bottom of thig 
trench. Here we remained doing ordinary 
trench duty, which is very severe, and dane« 
ger is, day and night, ever present with it, 
for four months, during which period we 
were often withdrawn from our place to 
make assaults, first on one, then on ane 
other part of the enemy's fortifications, 
each of which assaults cost its proportion 
of blood. A couple of exciting incidents oc- 
curred here, which I will relate. 

The Affair of the Crater. 

On July 30th, at early dawn, a terrifig¢ 
explosion occurred about 300 yards to ous 
left, and we soon discovered that a ming 
had been sprung right in our trench, blowe 
ing to atoms every man in 150 yards of 
the ditche I had just got in off picket, and 
had reached our main trench, when the ex« 
plosion occurred.

HE top story of the old garage on 
Fourteenth street, back of the 
‘Same Studio Arts building, is at last 
 @ae_i alive! For a year now I have 
been living near it and, on my way to mar- 
ket every day, I have been looking at the 
shabby old building and wondering why 
some adventuresome and thrifty person 
didn’t see possibilities there for a studio, a 
bachelor apartment or a shop of some sort. 
At heart a gypsy and a rover, I have had a 
sneaking idea that some day I would take 
the old shell myself and turn it into a home 
of a sort. For to make a place habitable 
and cozy on nothing at all is my special 
kind of genius. But being tied up to a 
partner of a decidedly orderly disposition, 
I have let the opportunity slip. Therefore 
a little pang of jealousy stabbed me when, 
a few days ago, I spied a sign on the door 
of the garage: “Steffan Thomas, Sculptor,’ 
and realized that the old building had 
found an occupant more reckless than my- 
self. 


Then came a rainy afternoon, and noth- 
ing te do. So taking my courage in both 
hands, as the saying goes, [I climbed up 


the steps to the top floor of Garage le 
Grand and gave a boid knock at the door. 
“Come in!” boomed a rather strident male 
voice. I entered and faced a young man 
of perhaps twenty-six or seven, of rangy 
build and careless dress; eyes bright, light 
blue; hair of indefinite color and somewhat 
unkempt; smile, keen and altogether 
friendly. 


“May I come in and see your work?” I 
asked, mentioning the name of a mutual 
acquaintance who had suggested the call— 


for it was not quite such a brazen break- 
ing into a man’s house on my part as at 
first might appear. The young man’s smile 
widened and his eyes looked a little bright- 
er and keener, if possible, at the mention 
of this name. It was evident that there 
was something talismanic about it—the 
best sort of ice-breaker, in fact. 


The little flat had a hospitable air. There 
were cigarets and a coffee percolator on 
the table and something encouraged me to 


indulge in a succession of whys and where- 
fores, with the result of learning that my 
new neighbor had recently come to Atlanta 
from Alabama. In the latter state he had 
made busts of public men in Montevallo, 
Jacksonville and Birmingham, among these 
being ex-Governor Bibb Graves, Dr. C. O. 
Carmichael and Dr. C. O. Daugkette. But 
his term of residence in Atlanta could not 
have been so brief, after all. For there 
before me in the second room of the little 
apartment stood busts of Mrs. Irving 
Thomas and Mrs. Thornton Fincher, prom- 
inent Atlanta women, and a large figure in 
piaster of a golfer, suspicicusly like Bobby 
Jones, though the young sculptor disclaimed 
any intention of a portrait, in this case. 


Other plaster figures were to be seen: A 
life-size model of a young woman with 
flowers, to be used as the central figure 
of a fountain, whose design in miniature 
was placed On a stand near the figure: a 
small mode] of a mother with two little 
children clinging to her knees; a humorous 
baby, playing with a humorous baby seal; 
a young woman on a horse, labeled ‘Spirit 
of Atlanta,” and several heads in plaster 
and clay.

Seating myself, I entered into conversa- 
tion with Mr. Thomas and in the course 
of a very agreeable hour we talked about 
sculpture, books, music, the dance, America.

the south, Bavaria, love, movies, philosophy, 
occultism and other things—all, indeed, 
that may have been in the Walrus’ mind 
when he referred to “Cabbages and Kings!” 
Mr. Steffan Thomas has a head full of 
ideas and he is not backward in expressing 
them, nor was I at all averse from listen- 
ing to them, for they were sincere, refresh- 
ing, intelligent, enthusiastic, and couched 
in very good English, impeded only now 
and then by the young man’s eagerness to 
use just the right word, which sometimes 
occasioned an amusing stammer. 


The charming old town of Nuremberg, 
high-roofed, tall-chimneyed, gothic Nuren- 
berg of romantic tradition, was the place 
of Steffan Thomas’ birth. He is a Bava- 


rian and he emphasized that fact: “I do 
not call myself a German, though I love 
Germany. I am a Bavarian—quite the op- 
posite of Prussian. Those Prussians! They 
have heads so thick—almost an inch, you 
know. 


“I always wanted to sculp. My father 
objected and apprenticed me for three 
years in a tombstone company. It was good 
for me. I learned the technique of work- 
ing in marble and that is something many 
sculptors do not know. My school was the 
School of Fine Arts of Munich—one of the 
best in Europe, and there I studied for sev- 
eral years with one of the best teachers of 
sculpture in Europe. His name in English 
means rooster and we boys once drew a 
big cartoon of our professor as a rooster. 
He laughed at it. He was a good fellow 
and a great teacher. 


“Then I went to Italy to study more. I 
worked hard on the language, too, for one 
cannot study in a country without knowing 
the language. Only by knowing a people's 
language can we know them. And I want 
to know people. People are to me the most 
interesting of all. I want to find out all 
about people. And modeiling helps me to 
know people, All of us make believe. We 
pretend things. But after I have worked 
on a man’s head in clay for many days, I 
know him. I find out about him and I am 
amused to see the real man back of his 
make-believe.”’ 


A slightly wicked smile and a keener glit- 
ter in the light blue eyes made me ask, 
“And don’t you feel a little sorry for the 
man when you see through him?’ 


“O, yes,”’ he answered cheerfully. “Any- 
way, there is something good in every man, 
even the worst, What I most like about a 
person is that he is honest with himself. 
These men that are such gay fellows them- 
selves and want their wives to be so per- 
fect—I say to them: Your wife has just as 
much right to be gay as you. Why do you 
think you deserve so perfect a wife?”

Steffan Thomas loves nature and music 
and the dance, He has a little house in 


the Bavarian Alps where he models in the 
summer, in the midst of smiling fields of 
Alpine flowers, with waterfalls and gorges 
near by and snow-capped peaks encircling 
the valleys. He is not a great reader, but 
he likes philosophy and the occult. He 
wants to read our great Whitman. He 
likes America because it is young and 
friendly. He likes the south because it is 
individualistic. He wants to see the south- 
ern mountains and compare them with his 
beautiful Bavarian Alps, 


He is delighted with Atlanta because it 
is “so alive.” He is sure he will find At- 


lanta a good place to work and to make 
friends. Already he has made a few. The 
particular one who sent me to his studio 
has quite captivated him. “I am far from 
home and from my parents,” said Steffan 
Thomas. “This friend and his wife have 
been so kind to me. I need somebody to 
mother me and this they have done, I 
like them so much.” 

The work displayed by the young sculp- 
tor in his Atlanta studio partakes, of course, 
of its author’s characteristics. “Style—it 
is the man himself,’’ so there is to be seen 
in the portrait busts much of sincerity and 
directness and a sound modelling which 
tells of honest, careful craftsmanship, The 
figure of “Flora.” designed for a fountain, 
is charming in its simple grace and natur- 


alness and shows a keen feeling for design, 


This decorative quality, without which no 
sculpture is interesting, is again shown in 
the small figure of the mother and two 
children. 


A bust of a young man in bronze-tinted 
plaster, roughly finished, is one of Mr. 
Thomas’ best pieces. There is more free- 
dom of handling here, more spontaniety, 
more life than in the more conventional, 
highly finished portrait busts of Governor 
Graves and Dr. Daughette. The bust of 
Mrs. Fincher is very successful from the 
point of view of modelling. The pose of 
the head on the neck is spirited, and the 
brow has distinction. The use of a hat in 
the case of Mrs. Thomas is effective and 
gives an excellent balance and design to 
the composition. 

Photographs of the artist's work not in 
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this studio collection show a number of 
things of a very creditable nature. One of 
these won a first prize in the’ Nuremberg 
contest of 1924. The salient characterts- 
tics of all of Mr. Thomas’ models are, I 
should say, straightforward, honest crafts- 
manship, grace and freshness of design, 
and in the case of a portrait bust, an abil- 
ity to seize upon the individual traits of 
the subject,

The personnel] of the Fifth Signal Service Company, in 
addition to the corps net radio stations, also operates and 
maintains eight post telephone systems, five telegraph of- 
fices, two meteorological stations, one pigeon loft and one 
photographic laboratory.

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Canton was the first town in the moun- 
tain section of Georgia to vote bonds for 
a public high school to be supported by 
taxation. | recall dedicating this+ building 
in 1915. The people of the mountains seem- 
ed to rely upon the churches to maintain 
their secondary schools and only the seven 
elementary yrades were public schools, 
supported entirely by state funds. 

Today all but one of these counties have 
county-wide tax-supperted high schools 
and the churches have largely withdrawn 
from the secondary field. They did an ad- 
mirable service for half a century, but in 
the evolution of an educational system they 


recognized the changed conditions and 
turned their academy plants over to the 
counties for a nominal sum. 

Because a school plant served one gen- 


eration well is no reason for its perpetua- 
tion if, under changed conditions. tt is not 
the best solution today. Mercer moved from 
Penfield to Macon; Emory from Oxford to 
Atlanta. The churches have discontinued 
scores of schools and colleges as conditions 
changed 

il do not believe our mountain counties 
are “‘missionary ground” any more than 
those in any other section. They have good 
roads. good school buildings, county-wide 
taxation and the people take great pride in 
their new schools, free to all the youth of 
the county 

The article by Mr. Jones expresses well 
the modern educational spirit of the moun- 
fain section 

You will notice that the strongest financial 
interesis of the county and city are actively 
supporting a county-wide system, by co- 
operation of city and county systems. Ob- 
serve the new building and the excellent 
laboratory, equal to that in any school, any- 
where of its size. This ts at the service of 
ali the youth. Such aecommodations would 
not have been possible in the former dis- 
integrated system.

ITH 12 junior high schools and one 
central senior high school, Chero- 
kee county is working toward the 


ultimate realization of a single 
system of secondary education. 
Consolidation and centralization into 


such a unit will make it possible for the 
youth in the rural areas to enjoy educa- 
tional opportunities in a degree comparable 
to those afforded in large urban schools. 

Though far from achieving the designed 
goal, Cherokee, when comparing existing 
conditions with those of only 15 years ago, 
can feel justly proud of the great interest 
taken by the general public in bettering 
its school system. For at that time there 
were no consolidated junior high schools 
in the county and the four-year senior high 
was working: rather inefficiently in its open- 
ing year. 

Some one has Said that progress in the 
advancement of education, in a great meas- 
ure, indicates a community's social, indus- 
trial, economic and esthetic background, 
If this be true then Canton and Cherokee 
county may rightly pride themselves in all 
these as reflected in the senior high school 
plant.

A conscientious and efficient school board 
is the safeguard of a community. Canton 
and Cherokee county are fortunate in hav- 
ing boards with these qualifications. Dr. 
N. J. Coker, formerly president of the city 
board of education, and now president of 
the county board for the past 11 years, has 
ably guided the board in bringing the con- 
solidation program thus far. Practically all 
county board members have served in their 
offices for 15 vears., 

We are fortunate in having a strong man, 
Superintendent J. P. Cash, at the head of 
the city schools. The county superintend- 
ent, R. C. Sharp, is a college man also 
and formerly was president of Reinhardt 
college. 

The remarkable spirit Of co-operation be- 
tween the city and county boards has made 
possible the present satisfactory educational 
plan now in operation. 

The county owes practically nothing for 
buildings in consolidations. The work so far 
has been carried on upon a cash basis. 

From 40 to 50 per cent of the pupils en- 
rolled in each of the senior high school 
grades are non-residents of Canton, In-

cluding these, Canton High schoo] today 
has an enrollment of 220 pupils, an enroll- 
ment which is more than five times as large 
as that of 1915, when there were only 40 
pupils in the high school. This increase, 
of course, is due largely to the inflow from 
the junior high schools of the county, 
which serve as feeders to the senior high 
school. 

In the meantime the building which was 
erected in 1915 became inadequate for the 
county both in size and equipment. In 
these days of changing social and economic 
requirements one can scarcely anticipate 
from year to year the future needs of pupils, 
Just so, it was not foreseen by the board 
of education when it built the 1915 builld- 
ing. which at that time housed both grame- 
mar and high schools, with a good bit of 
room to spare, that 15 years later that 
same building would necessarily be given 
over to the use of the first five grammar 
grades. 


In 1923 a new high school building was 
provided, through the floating of bonds, 
but within a few years the facilities of the 
school were again found to be insufficient 
and additional space required. 

Funds for an annex to the high school 
building were furnished by the city of Can- 
ton through the sale of its electric lighting 
system. 

Mr. L. L: Jones, Mr. J. P. Cash, superin- 
tendent of Canton public schools: Dr, G, 
N. Coker, mayor of Canton, and Mr. E. A. 
McCanless, capitalist and prominent busi- 
nessman, and Mr. W. L. Biackwell, who 
has given a great deal of his time to the 
project, were especially instrumental in 
furthering the erection of the high school 
annex. During the entire time of planning 
and construction, the close co-operation of 
these men were helpful in bringing the 
project to a successful culmination, 

The contract for the building was let in 
December, 1929, and the bullding was 
cupied in September, 1930. It has a capacity 
of 400 pupils, thus allowing for future 
growth and development, 

Erected at an approximate cost of $65,680, 
the annex includes an auditorium with a 
seating capacity of 1,100, equipped for all 
kinds of school and civ‘y entertainment; 
a large library, with all required library 
tools; well-equipped chemistry am] physics 
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laboratories, superintendent's 
four classrooms. 


In the past few years there has been & 
pronounced growth in interscholastic ath- 
letics in this section, thus creating the 
necessity Of a good gymnasium with adee 
quate accommodation for spectators. 


A gymnasium was built in 1924 through 
public subscription. Beside serving Chero«- 
kee county senior high school athletic 
teams, this gymnasium may be used by 
county junior high schoo] teams, In it each 
vear a basketball tournament is held for 
the county junior high schools. 


Every educational opportunity offered the 
high schoo] pupil living in Canton is grant- 
ed the high school pupiP living anywhere 
in Cherokee county, the only additional 
cost being that of transportation. At pres- 
ent funds do not permit free transporta- 
tion of pupils to either the senior high 
school or junior high schools of the county. 

Junior high schools of the county enroll 
about 200 pupils. 

All extra-curricula activities of the senior 
high school are open to all its pupils. 

Organized last year, an orchestra has bee 
come a valuable community as -we]] as 
school asset. Most of the instruments and 
instructions are furnished members free of 
charge by the school. The orchestra plays 
at meetings of various kinds and at high 
school athletic events. 
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A department of commercial education 
was opened this year as a part of the 
senior high school. It offers courses in 


shorthand, typing, and bookkeeping. For a 
reasonable tuition fee students can get 4 
business education here without incurrinP 
the extra expense of going to distant cities 
for it. High school students may take this 
work during their junior and senior vears, 

Though it cannot be said that Cherokee 
county s high school system presents the 
ideal situation, it is true that it is meeting 
the needs of Cherokee boys and girls in 
an impartial, democratic and satisfactory 
way. Ad if the county continues to make 
educational! progress as steadily for the next 
ten years as it has for the past ten, it 
Stands to reason that its consolidation pro- 
gram will be as complete at the end of 
that time as her boards of education now 
visualize,

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WHAT TO DO IN MARCH 
MULCHING: This is the last chance 


for giving the rose and perennial bed 
a thorough mulching with peat moss 
arrd sheep manure, This mulch will 
hold moisture in the beds throughout 
the spring and summer and is of vital 
importance. A mixture of sheep ma- 
nure, peat moss and woods earth 15S 
best. 
FERTILIZING: A fairly heavy applica- 
tion of bone meal or sheep manure 
should be broadcast Over the iawn, as 
well as around the shrubbery, peren- 
nials and roses. Use raw bone meal 
for bulbs and perenntals. 


PRUNING: March is the best month for 
pruning all.kinds of bush roses. Err On 
the heavy side of pruning rather than 
on the light side. Most varieties of 
roses can be pruned trom 8 to 12 
inches from the ground. They shoutd 
be given a thorough Spraying with 
Bordeaux or Massey dust directly after 
this pruning.

trving to peer through the dim light and 
Giscover the cause of such a fuss. As the 
daylight became stronger, however, all 
conjecture was at an end. and the feartul 
facts, above related, became patent to every 
eye: while the enemy at 100 vards distance 
opened all along the line, with musketry.

In addition to all this three columns or 
stieams of his infantry were pouring into 
the crater formed by this explosion, Flag 
aiter flag of the enemy went up now on 
the rim formed around the sides of this 
hole by the explosion.

The obstacies to our success, or even sur- 
vivinge the fight seemed so great, that every 
man, poor human-like, had resolved to self 
his jileé as dearly as possible. 

After the enemy had been driven out of 
this crater the scene was awtul. Now, when 
the fiercest passions Which ever animate 
the human breast, had subsided, when rea- 
son had resumed its sway, and when friend 
and foe, black and white lay side by side 
in the stern, but bloody equalitv of death. 
Te look into that pit was frightful. 

Again on August 19, 1864, we were with- 
ciawn from the lines and marched down the 
Weldon railroad track 
when we crossed our 


some five or six 
miles, breastworks, 
snd charged those of the enemy, where a 
jearful struggle took place. Our brigade 
numbered 1.800 men now, and we took 2,300 
piisoners, 11 flags. three pieces of artillery, 
after having fought from 3 oclock p. m. 
until] 6:30 p. m. and all too. under the 
most disadvantageous circumstances 

The lhne#@ot two armies were one and a 
half miles apart at this point, and, as we 


passed over neutral ground, between the 
picket lines we passed within three feet of 
a skeleton. The bones had become white 
and bare. the “cross belt” lav across the 
ribs of the form, just as the hands of the 
poor victim -had last placed it, his gun was 
in the embrace of his poor skeleton fingers, 
his cap close by the skull. The effect which 
this almost apparition had upon my mind 
was anvthing else than consoling, especial- 
ly as we were about to be launched into a 
desperate fight. 

We marched our prisoners into Peters- 
burg and lay in a ravine near our old place 
in hine. which we resumed at daylight in 
the morning and for a few davs, fonly a 
few. so selfish is a soldier), we mournea, 
together. the loss of many comrades who 
had fallen. 

These, and other like scenes were enacted 
here for some time, when our division (‘of 
25 regiments—or five brigades) was with- 
drawn to the north side of the James for 
the defence of Richmond. We found the 
enemys line one mile from ours here, and 
how delightful the change was, from 100 
vards to a mile. you can well imagine. No 
nonsense, no sharp-shooting, and weeks 
actually passed without a loss of life to 
the regiment.

THE AFFAIR OF THE CRATER 
a 4 4 4 4 4 4 * 

The aftair of the during Grant's Sieve of Petersburg. 
Elliott's Salient, a4 point in the Contederate works east of the city, was selected 
by the Federals as a point under which to place a mine. the explosion of which 
was intended to break the line suificiently to allow an assaulting column to 
enter the works. The mine was suycested bv Lieutenant-Colonet Henry Pleas- 
ants, a mining engineer of the 48th Pennsvivania regiment, which was largely 
composed of miners trom the upper Schuvtkill coal region, 

The enterprise was given support bv Federal high officials, 
though General Burnside, of the Ninth Corps, on the front of which the mine 
started, seems to have been tavorable. 

rhe tunneling was done under the greatest of difficulties; no special tools 
could be procured, timbers had to be brought guite a distance, and a veneral 
policy of indifference balked the expediting of the work. Begun June 25th, all 
was ready tor the placing of the powder, July 23d. 

The main gallery was 511 feet long with two lateral galleries at the end 
totalling a length of 75 laterals jJmmediately under the works at 
Elliott's Salient. 

Instead of the 14.000 pounds of powder specified. General Meade interested 
himself sutticiently in thé mine to reduce the amount to 8,000 pounds. 

The explosion was set for eariv morning of the 30th. Ledlie’s division, con- 
sisting of Marshall's and Bartlett's brigades, were selected to assault immediately 
after the mine had been sprung. 

The explosion was teritic, and made a hole or crater 170 feet long, 60 feet 
wide and 30.Jeet deep. After the settling of the debris,

This I obeved, performing the task by 
one of the greatest risks it has been mv lot 
to make, and arriving in Wilmington, hote 
ly pursued by the enemy. 1 halted my men, 
and ran into the house of an Irish friend 
I had there, gave him a letter home, asking 
him to mail it when communication had 
been established. I had carried this letter 
for several days expecting this movement. 

I found the old Irishman, ‘named John P, 
Curran) sitting up, and half drunk, a bottle 
of whisky under the table and he said, “Cape 
tain I am glad to see you.

On the morning of March 19, 1865, we 
were marched to a wilderness of swamp, 
in the locality, above named, halted, formed 
line. stacked arms, and with logs and earth, 
soon constructed a sort of temporary breast- 
work, behind which we were assailed twice 
inside of three hours, both of Which as- 
saults were repulsed handsomely, when, 
al about 4 p. m.

The fire Was very severe now, I sunk to 
the ground, and retaining my presence ol 
mind, Gragged myself behind a large tree 
which sheltered me from the Lire, and then 
I proceeded to examine the sore place, A 
minnie bullet had entered the leg, four 
inches above the angle, breaking one bone 
and shattering the other, I tried to stand 
on it. could not.

The death of William DOlier certainly 
must be regarded as a major mystery of 
New York. He, too, was a racketeer of @ 
sort, for he was involved in the Queens 
sewer scandal. He, too, knew plenty. He, too, 
was scheduled to be a witness in some im- 
portant proceedings—the trials of Maurice 
Cennolly, borough president, and Frederick 
Seeley, borough engineer. And he, too, was 
found stiff and cold on the side of a lonely 
road. 

That was September 2, 1928—and the 
tragedy is still unexplained, The police call- 
ed it a Suicide, for a gun was found near 
the body, but the grand jury called it mur- 
der. 

The Elwell case has been told and retold 
over and over again, but it is interesting 
to note at this time, in view of the im- 
mense sensation it caused at the time, that 
Mr. Carey in his memoirs, blithely tosses 
overboard ali the glamorous theories various 
persons hold about this supreme mystery. 


As in the Dot King case, Carey states that, 


in his opinion, nobody in any way involved 
im Elwell’s lite had anything to do with 
his murder, 

Joseph Bowne Elwell, bridge expert and 
sportsman, with a lively interest in ladies, 
entered his home on the morning of June 
11, 1920, at 4 a. m. So far as we know, 
he was alone in the house on West 70th 


street. He went upstairs and proceeded to 
make himself comfortable by taking out his 
false teeth, removing his toupee and get- 
ting into his pajamas. Later (7:35 a. m.) the 
postman dropped some letters in the box 
and Elwell sat down in the reception room 
on the first floor to read his mail. 


Elwell’'s housekeeper, Mrs. Marie Larsen, 
arrived at 8:30 a. m.—and found him dying, 


He was still sitting in the big upholstered 
chair, an Open Jetter in his lap. But there 


was a bullet hole in his forehead, The bul- 
let had passed through his head and struck 
the wall behind the chair. Some distance 
away, on the floor, lay a .45 caliber dis- 
charged cartridge shell, which had been 
made in 1917 for the United States army. 
On the shelf of the mantelpiece was the 
burned stub of a cheap cigarette. 


He was still alive, but Joseph Elwell never 
was able to utter the word that might have 
solved the mystery of his death, He died 
within an hour or so at the hospital. 


In the ensuing years one heard news- 
papermen say that Arthur Carey would spill 
the true story if he ever wrote his memoirs, 
yet here we have his memoirs, and the 
solution, as offered by Carey, is not at all 
what was expected, He thinks the man 
was killed by a thief, described as an “un- 
occupied houseworker.”’ 


Incidentally, Carey was asked the other 
day for an opinion on the Gordon murder,

The Elwell case gave the police consid- 
erable pain, but it is to be questioned 
whether any mystery in the history of the 
metropolis has caused more worry than the 
very aggravating disappearance of Mr. Jus- 
tice Crater. Here we have a riddle that may

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In the Crater case, on the other hand, 


Crater was last seen the night of August 
6, though it is possible he may have been 
seen the following morning. At 7:30 p. m., 
August 6, he stepped into a ticket agency 
on Broadway and told Joseph Grainsky, the 
ticket agency man, whom he knew well, 
that he wanted a seat for “Dancing Fart- 
ners.” 

A few minutes after leaving the agency 
Crater entered the restaurant of William 
Haas at 332 West 45th street. Inside he 
encountered William Klein, an attorney, 
who was dining with one Sally Lou Ritzi. 
Klein invited the judge to join them and 
he did. According to Klein and the young 
woman, he left the restaurant with them 
but parted from them outside, entering a 
taxicab going in a westerly direction. 


“BELIEVE” HE WAS 
AT THE CLUB ABBEY. 

Anything more? We again quote from 
the grand jury report: 

“On the evening of August 6, 1930, and 
early morning of August 7, 1930, there is 
some reason to believe that Crater was at 


the Club Abbey in West 54th street, and 
that he was in Murray's drug store on South 
Main street, in Phillipsburg, N. J., at about 
8 p. m. on Friday, August 8, 1930.” 


In other words, it is not known definitely 
just where he was last seen. Or rather, it 
is definitely known that he was last seen 
entering a taxi on 46th street, and it is 
vaguely “believed’’ that he was in the. Club 
Abbey and later somewhere in New Jersey. 

The city has spent $200,000, the grand 
jury has examined 975 typewritten pages, 
but Judge Crater’s whereabouts and fate 
are completely unknown. 

But it is interesting to learn that he 
might have been in the Club Abbey. Owned 
and frequented by underworld powers, this 
dive has figured in more than one mysteri- 
ous affair.

clair Lewis’ remarks, even though he does 
not subscribe to them in detail.

ce tain of their maintenance does not stay 
put. 

The other day a woman came to me to 
sce if I would buy some of her house linen 
for my new apartment. There were such 
mountainous quantities of it and it was ol 
such exquisite quality tnat I realized she 
must have been a millionairess; and when 
I said her name over to myself I realized 
she had indeed been one, and not so long 
ago.

is money and power, That desire is the 
very marrow of their beings. They do not 
find life tolerable without hope or illusion 
of its gratification. One can judge its 
strength by looking at the sad results of its 
frustration. 

If one goes to what in England is called 
a workhouse—a home for old people—one 
finds that the old women are not discon- 
tented with their lot. They are tired and 
battered, and now they can rest. What is 
good in the day's round—a flood of sun- 
shine through a window, a gift of sweets 
or tobacco—they can enjoy for what it is 
worth. But old men are miserable, They 
cannot get over the shame of being there, 
of not having money. 


That shapes the thought of the world. 
Men want to think of wealth as something 
they thoroughly possess, as something they 
have mastered and have at their disposal. 
They want to think of the economic system 
they have designed for the management of 
wealth as a solid money box that cannot 
run away. They love to think of themselves 
with full pockets, able to look down on the 
other sex, pity it for its economic inferiority, 
and keep it handsomely. That is why men 
swagger about with their female belongings 
on the Riviera, a place they go to when 
luck has lifted them up to a position where 
they can realize their dreams for a time. 

But this is only a dream. The economic 
system is more like a lot of pocketbooks full 
of specie. The financiers of the world have 
to carry them along the streets. Sometimes 
history plays tricks with them. The coins 
are safe in the pocketbooks, but mzysteri- 
ously they become valueless. One cannot 
buy anything in shops with them. Some- 
times a thief comes along and steals them. 
Sometimes—as now—the pocketbook wears 
out. A new customer has to be found for 
the world’s wealth, a new formula has to 
be worked out for financial] negotiations, 


The thing is infinitely variable. I had 
my first intimation of it during the war 
when there was an outcry against the high 
profits made by a shipping corporation in 
the north of England. I looked into history 
and found to my amazement that except 
for two or three vast firms (and they have 
had their insolvent periods) the average 
life of a shipping corporation was 21 years. 
Then I looked around at other industries 
and saw that, except for a handful of very 
great firms, the corporations live a life of 
flux. They endure a generation; then comes 
ruin and either drastic reorganization or 
extinction, 

What a basis for telling women that they 
can just sit pretty and expect to be kept! 

I look back at my own family history and 
see how tides have shifted. First, prosperity. 
Then, in the late ‘80s, the Australian bank 
failure. My sisters and I, who were born 
during the following ten years, were theree- 
fore brought up with a very definite knowle 
edge that we would have to earn our livings. 
But there were members of the family still 
high enough on the ledger to hope for nice, 
parasitic lady daughters. They tumbled 
down beside us with the South African war 
and its effect on the stock market. We were 
ail pulling up nicely when 1914 came. Then 
another generation of cousins had to find 
work. And some of those who had married 
and left work had to go back to it during 
the slump of the last two years. 

Mind you, I do not mind them having to 
work. A woman who has not had to work 
at some time of her life lacks something 
for which nothing can compensate her. She 
can never acquire the ultimate degree of 
discipline, and she has no direct contact 
with the world of affairs. She misses the 
fun of an immediate relationship with a 
large part of reality. But I do object to 
men snaffling credit for doing all the work, 
or pretending that out of an abundance 


they have not got they can guarantee an 
agreeable leisure to all existing females. 

But this, it may be objected,is an une 
happy consequence of modern conditions. 
In the past women were really looked after 
and supported by men. But even then it 
cannot have been much fun depending on 
men unless one Was a princess; and even 
then one had the unpleasant lot of being 
handed over in state marriages at a tender 
age to total strangers who were frequently 
disagreeable, or of being smothered by ame- 
bitious regents if one was left a widow With 
children. 


And if one was not a princess, but wife 
or daughter of a common man—how could 
he protect anybody unprotected as he was 
from wars and civil wars and robbers? 

No, nothing past or present justifies the 
airs of protective patronage assumed by Mr. 
Oppenheim; or his subsequent denigrations 
of women’s work. 

There is no security for women unless 
they are able. when men fail to support 
them, to turn to and do a job of work. 

Mr. Oppenheim indulges in a nice little 
piece of humbug that balances the name 
of George Bernard Shaw and my own. 
With conside:,ble bitterness I reflect on 
our different circumstances—which seem 
te make it certain that it will always be 
absurd to balance our names, even should 
I have a capacity equal] to his. 

Mr. Shaw has a devoted wife who follows 
him around and saves him from the least 
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suspicion of worry and trouble. I have never 
in my life failed to have the cream of my 
energy removed before I started work by 
the discharge of some domestic responsibil- 
ity that I would never had been asked to 
handle had I been a man. 

“Man—the provider! So inevitable!’’-The 
most evitable thing that ever was, most 
of us would say! And the worst about this 
line is that it is discouraging. The cumu- 
lative effect of Mr. Oppenheim's sort of talk 
is that women feel aggrieved when their 
men folk fail to be able to keep them; and 
that is one of the ugliest things on earth. 
At present, for the first time in my life, 
IT am being maintained. When my hus- 
band’s check for the housekeeping allow- 
ance comes in I am thrilled, = 

But heaven forfend that I should ever 


‘take it tnat by doing this he was merely 


doing what he ought to be able to do any 
way the world’s winds blow. For if the time 
came when he could no longer do it I should 
then do him a mean injustice. Whereas, 
keeping my sense of how these things have 
always worked out in life, I shall know that 
when he could share witn me he generously 
did, and that now I have to get on with 
the job—so constantly demanded from us 
human beings by this harsh universe—of
